cials to other leading eastern papers— 
for instance, those of the Times. It is 
not an administration paper in any 
sense of the word, but its Washington 
dispatch respecting Grant's opinions of 
the elections bears the mark of consist- 
ency, at least. The Associated Press 
manipulators' know the advantage of 
making the first impression, and we see 
a good illustration of this fact in the case 
of the sycophantic imitator and idiot oc- 
cupying the first place on the Oakland 
Ntuss. He is already piping in with the 
Jhdletin dispatch. 
The American Press 


Association, which furnishes the Alta, 
Chronicle and Post with telegraphic news, 
KOems to be a vast improvement on the 
score of fairness, at least, and the case 
in point is a good example of that fact. 
Were the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
to take the matter of news-gathering into 
their own hands, as lately talked of, we 
believe it would be better still. They 
would doubtless furnish impartial state- 
ments at all events. 


THE best illustration of tlie farciciil— 


to coll it by BO harsher name—character 
of the proceedings of a portion of the 
people of East Oakland, with respect t 
their attempt to draw out of the corpor- 
ation ftntl set np for themselves flgaiu, 
is the fact that they bnse their action on 
social grounds rather than on business 
principles. 
The case is about this: 


There is im ill-feeling between the olil 
San Antonio (or eastern) and the Clin- 
ton (or western) ends of the territory 
for which the postofh'ce name of Brook- 
lyn has been adopted. The Tubbs Ho- 
tel and Badger's Park crowd make up 
the Clinton faction,' who prefer the new 
state of things. They occupy about tlie 
same relation to East Oakland iu gener- 
al, as the Grand Central Hotel and Mer- 
rit's Addition does to Oakland proper 
anil there is just about as good reason 
for Oakland Point wanting to secede 
from Jackson street society, ns for San 
Antonio wanting to be struck off from 
nil association with Tubbs Hotel. In 
(act, Oakland altogether is a sort ol 
make-up of factions; ono-horse settle- 
ments throughout, nnd the old settlers 
will have to die a time or two before 
they will get the old articles of confed- 
eration *nd the doctrine of secession 
worked out of their systems. They for- 
get that London is but a scattered lot e: 
villages grown up into the metropolis ol 
the world, with all sorts of streets run- 
ning all sorts of ways. If Oaklanc 
would only think of this, how happy we 
might all be in the course of—time! Let 
the San Antouio folk disband their se- 
cession convention and go to work 
There is no doubt but the new incorpon 
atiou is much better for all concerned, 
and the idea that it should be broken up 
and the revenues confused just to grati- 
fy personal prejudices, should not be 
thought of. Only those who have noth- 
ing to lose, and prefer disturbance so as 
to render themselves continuously con- 
spicuous, will pander to this movement 
The people of the East End came into 
the new deal because of the troulJle inci- 
dent to the revenues, and they certainlj 
cannot be iu favor of going back to the 
old condition of things. Let us have 
the "more perfect union," even if coer- 
cion be necessary. 


THE selfishness of the race-course men 


is best set forth in their programme to 
build a fence so high that people with 
moderate wealth cannot look over on to 
the track from the surrounding hills.

General La Grange on accepting the 


keys of the most important Mint estab- 
lishment iu the United States, said 
"Mr. McCullough, ladies and gentle- 
men—I must express my thanks in the 
first place for the energy, fidelity and 
admirable judgment with which this 
noble building has been finished. It 
speaks for itself, and a numberof friends 
have been invited to examine it. We 
have reason to be thankful to the mem- 
bers of our various delegations in Con- 
gress since the building was begun; for, 
irrespective of party, the requirements 
of the Supervising Architect have been 
liberally seconded, and this accounts for 
the speedy completion of the building. 
It has now become a great public insti- 
tution, and it meets a great public neces- 
sity. We who have watched the progress 
of the building from the laying of the 
Boruer-stoue must experience mingled 
emotions of gratitude and regret when 
we think of Stebbins and Baker and 
Eckfeldt, each of whore de\oted por- 
tions of their lives to this; building, and 
none of whom have lived to witness its 
completion. Mr. McCullough, you were 
kind enough to say that you hoped our 
record would olpae an official term as 
pure and stainless as these walls that 
are now delivered to my keeping. When 
I entered, five years ago, upon the dis- 
charge of the duties that are here to be 
continued, the auspices were less favor- 
able than they are now. There were 
dangers in connection with the duties 
that a pra Jent nmn might gladly avoid;

jaged in the practical operations of the 
ilmt ou this coast. During that time, 
ittle more than five years, we have coin- 
d in the Mint $105,000,000, or about ( 
100 tons in gold, and $6,000,000 more 
recently, perhaps nearly 1200 tons of that! 
metal. TJpon that coinage the allowance 
made by law for wantage is about $500,- 
000; the actual wastage has been a little 
more than 620,000, equal to one 25th 
tart of what the Government has allow- 
:d as possible necessary wastage in these 
operations. I can say nothing more in 
praise of those men who have handled 
his metal in the process of coinage. I 
desire to s«y nothing more than to 
simply state the fact. We feel m this 
nstitution under the direction of the 
Director of the Mint, of whom we are 
very proud nnd glad to have with us to- 
day, that we have the honor of the gov- 
ernment in keeping, and we are jealous 
of the trust. We feel a great pride and 
gratification when we know that in the 
not distant future, when San Francisco 
shall have more than half the commerce 
of tile world trading in her harbor, our 
bankers and merchants may find here a 
magazine 
secure and 
reliable, 
from 


which "may bo sent eagles on our coin 
farther than the Hainan eagles went, 
and winning more victoru s than the 
Homau legions achieved.
